Air. Ilanieti's Lcclure, 

In the brief notice wo gave yester- 
day of tbo highly interesting lecture 
delivorod cy Mr JLegh Harnett on be* 
hall of the Piro Department, no at- 
tempt was mudo lo take up tho thread 
of too discouido ; but as tho lecturer 
proved birnt-elf'tho warm friend of tbo 
Colony and drew attontion to some 
important truths patent to n stranger, 
but too apt lo bo overlooked or under- 
rated by tho dwellers in tho land, a 
glance at sumo of tho topios ho eluci- 
dated may prove boih interesting and 
instructive. Tho lecturer first diuw a 
comparison between the difficulties ol 
the early Bottlers in Calilorniu nnd 
those presenting themselves in those 
Colonies, show. ng that with tho same 
determined energy displayed by our 
American brethren in oveicoming 
every physical dilliuulty.somo oi which 
existed there in a tenfold degroo, we 
should ceaso to hear continual cries oi 
dependency and iho general exclama- 
tion of "Oh, that tho government 
would do something for us." Tho dil- 
iereuco between tho nationul charac- 
ters was touched upon, and tho lec- 
turer humourously depicted tho peculi- 
arities of each chtbS and llio transmog- 
rification of tho white kidded English- 
man into a hard working Colonist, 
This country ho considered was pass- 
ing through tho usual infantile ordeals 
of teething and measles. Just now we 
aro teething and that naturally eausod 
irritation. By and by tho measlen 
would come, but il was to bo hoped 
that they would visit u . in a mild form. 
Ho enjoined upon us that thero was 
far from any necessity lor feeling dis- 
couraged. Similar depressions had 
existed in California, wherein 1850 a 
lot was offered to him (tho lecturer) 
for §600 aud declined, that could not 
now bo purchased $250,000. Tho ele- 
ments of prosperity were in tho coun- 
try aud man's industry and intelli- 
gence were alone needed to develop 
them. While touching upon our gold 
mines tho lecturer pointed out the 
futility of quartz mining. At pres- 
ent, the muiu attention should he do- 
voted to hydraulic mining, which could 
be carried on to advantage on the 
Fiaaer lrom tho rnoutti of Harrison 
Eivor upwards. Observation had sut- 
iefied him that tho fine gold did noi 
come altogether fiom tho upper gold 
regions, but lrom the intervening hills 
and gulches. That I his theory is coi- 
rect was verified by the fact that par- 
ties had recently found prospects ol 
lour cents to tho pan of fiuo gold on 
Lillooet liiver, between the mouth 
and -Douglas Lake. Tho wealth of the 
country was manifest in tho facl that 
tho minors were making more per head 
taken all round than in any place in 
California. The official records sup- 
port this statement, as tho annual 
yield ol gold was still §4,000,000, with 
probably §1,000,000 going through 
private hands ol which there was no 
record. Tho next important interest 
wus lumber. Tho lecturer stated thai 
tho monthly consumption of this ar- 
ticle ol trade in San Francisco was 
15,000,000 ieet, two-thirds of which 
camo from Puget Sound. Tho lumber 
from Burrard Inlot was so much light- 
er and more advantageous lor expor- 
tation, that tho ship John Jay ol San 
Fraucisoo had lately loaded 40,000 feet 
more than she ever was able to do on 
tho Sound. With this largo Having in 
stowngo, the tariff in San Francisco is 
more than equalized and no reason ex- 
ists why people in these (Joloniot- 
should not equally participate in thai 
enormous Undo with the Americuu , 
and make money, without the uhuiiI 
appeal lor government aid. iNexi 
camo our coal interest. Tho great de- 
mand lor coal in San Francisco arising 
ouiof tho rapid growth of railroads, 
factories and foundries, made this, in 
hie opinion, the primary intercut oi 
tho Colony. All offortB to find tut 
carboniferous stratum in Calilorniu 
had failed, with tho exception ol' Mourn 
Diublo, where the coal was of an in- 
ferior quality. Whence then was sin' 
to draw her supplies of ibia indispen- 
sable article but from this island '( The 
coal initio at Nunaimo was in all he 
aspects tho best tho lecturer had soon 
out of England, and with the furthci 
developments now in progress could 
bo made lo yield 1100,000 tons in lieu 
oi 50,000 per annum, its present osli, 
ninlo'l capacity ; this with tho Comox, 
Newcustle and Queen Charlotte mines, 
now in process of development, will 
at no distant day place this island ai 
tho head of all material intorosts on 
this coast. The recommendation was

Some 
interesting statistics wore uoxt given 
on tho subject of copper oro, whon the 
lecturer took a glanco at fiscal matters 
llo stated that tho iuiportB for 1805 
woro §7,903,111 and tho exports §1,- 
027,409, a difference in favor of im- 
ports of over 5 millions of dollars, 
which showed a qucor stato of things. 
Ao .Now Westminster tho imports lor 
tbo year were §2,304,000, against ex- 
ports of §162,505, making a still wider 
difference. Looking at our ship- 
ping returns tho figures gave a satis- 
factory result in both places. The 
numoer of ships ontoring at 
ibis port was 1110, with a 
tonnage of 100,534; what then, 
ivua tho use oi talking of ruin 'I The 
rcvonuo and expenditures of both Co- 
lonies were then given, showing a 
result unfavorable to each, but by 
uniting their fiscal interests it showed 
a joint revenue equal to §717,700, 
against an expenditure of $854 839, 
irom which would have to be deduct- 
ed the decrease in govern men tbl ex- 
pensoa and in various public works 
now completed, which would exhibit 
a state of solvency. Why then should 
wu tako such especial pains to imbue 
strangers with such desponding ideas 
ot our bankruptcy and ruin 'I It wa* 
a fallacy to suppose that the mischief 
ended there; theso people carried it 
abroad with additions of their own, 
and that was not tho way calculated 
to obtain credit, whon aid was needed. 
Tho first step towards a happy solu- 
tion of all our difficulties appeared to 
him, therefore, tho Union ol the two 
Colonics, which ho thought wo should 
bo wise to accept, unconditionally; 
each then would not bo under the ne- 
cessity of sending nearly §700,000 a 
year to tho neighbouring territory far 
tho necessi rios of lifo. Tho natural 
advantages of tho position of Viciorla 
as tho future capital of tho Colonies, 
appeared to him to bo determined by 
tho laws of nature and necessities ol 
trade. He felt no restriction in mak- 
ing that assertion, as ho had alroady 
r-tatod tho snmo thing in IS'ow West- 
minster. While ho could not recom- 
mend visitors and excursionists to visit 
tho latter placo as a permanent sum- 
mer resort, ho nevertheless spoke 
strongly of tho wealth, importance 
nnd future greatness ot BritiahColum. 
hia, Tho lecturo was interspersed 
with wholesome exhortations to in- 
creased efforts and energy in making 
tho most of tho blessings within our 
reach. Tho danger of despising 
trifles and tho mngn:fudo of man's 
power to surmount difficulties were 
well illustrated. If Queen Victoria, 
with all her attributes of love, mercy, 
and justice, said Mr Harnett, wore to 
come among us, or the Emperor of 
Russia, who with ono wave of his 
sceptro liberated 40,000 000 serfs, were 
to come and administer tho govern- 
ment Lnre, they could do moro for us i 
than Governor Kennedy had done, 
becauso wo will not help ourselves. 
Various means and sources of employ- 
ment wero open, but wero despised; 
and tho lecturer tiuly pointed out tho 
lolly ot idlo men refusing employment 
at ono dollar per day, because they 
had been accustomed to rcceivo two 
and a-half, and preferring to work ono 
day in tho week lor the latter sum, 
to regular work at anything under. 
Tho Lord Dundrearyism of others 
who found themselves deprived of 
their "shwimps and sh worry " and 
could not toll what they wero to do 
unless tho "Government would do 
something for them," was also hu- 
morously sketched. The closing of 
tho public schools was regarded as 
very calamitous ; hut it was a fact, 
that tho schools in San Francisco had 
boon closed for tho same reason, yet 
instead of publishing tho fact, the 
scholars wero simply " sent home on a 
holiday" until stops had boon taken 
lor providing lands for tho depart- 
ment, lie exemplified how "God's 
truth and man's justice " was tho great 
civilizing maxim of modern days, and 
before concluding glanced at Stales 
■Sovereignty, emancipation, secession, 
the cbaruclor of Lincoln, the genius ol 
tho first Napoleon, and other general 
topics serving to illustrate his text— 
•'Tho genius of England nnd America,',

A despatch Iroin Administrator Biroti, at 
New Westminster, stales thai Governor Soy- 
mour sailed Irum Southampton for Victoiiu 
on tLe 27. !i iiist. Mr Birclt received u tele- 
gram anuouncing the. laet on Wednesday 
Mr Seymour may bo expected to arrive here 
about the first week in November. 

The Saanicu Outrage. — Williams, the 
colored deserter Irom lhe (J. S. jagioaw, who 
oonimUted t!iu horrible outrage at South 
Saanieh, was followed on Wednesday by 
Sergeunt Ferrall, ttnd traced loan Indian 
ranoharie at North Suunich nearly opposite 
Mr Fry's, where he was arrested. The pris- 
oner was brought to Iowa by the Sergeant 
and 8 ifoiy loc'.iod up Bhortly 'after midnight, 
Williams was placed in the dock of the 
Police Ooutt yesterday, but on the applica- 
tion oflnspeciot Welch was remanded until 
Monday in order that the witnesses lor the 
prosecution might be forthcoming. Mrs 
Freddison we understand is slill in a precar- 
ious slate. The prisoner, who wore a stern 
and determined expression, suid he could 
give the court no teaaou why he should be 
discharged, but that be knew nothing about 
the things ol which he was charged. lie 
was remanded until .Monday. Tlie officer is 
entitled to much credit for the capture. 

Ciiahof. of Assault. — A young man 
named Holcombe, steward on board the ship 
Royal Tar, who staled thai he had served 
four yeard as Ward Room steward on board 
H iM. S. Charybdis, yesterday charged Rob- 
ert Mark, second officer of the Royal Tar, 
with assaulting hitu on tho high seas. Mr 
Courtney appeared fur the complainant and 
Mr Bishop for the defendant. The cotu« 
plaimint alleged that his hand became disai 
bled from a diseased Soger, which required 
amputation, that he was in consequenco dis- 
rated and ordered lo do ordinary seaman's 
duty.
